TOPIC: WEEDS 


Longspine Sandbur (sandspur) “Cenchrus 
Lingispinus” to be exact! 


It’s just about that time of year when we need help 
removing sandspur from our walking trails, paths and 
park area. 


| had a chance to read an article written by a couple 
of Pacific Northwest Extension publications people: 
Robert Parker, Ph.D., and Rick Boydston, Ph.D. 


Their article is about the sandspur that infests our 
community every year. They described where we 
could find it and what methods could be used to 
reduce its population. They talk about the biology as 
it relates to reproduction and germination time frame. 
The sandspur thrives on sunny sites and frequently 
invades lawns and roadsides. Sandspur frequently 
moves into adjacent fields from road shoulders, fence 
lines, and other poorly vegetated areas. 


Control of this weed can be reduced by maintaining 
a dense crop canopy such as a forage type product. 
Since most of the sandspur is still located at the 
Park, we could use the “1 gallon cider vinegar, two 
cups Epson salt, 4 cup dish soap solution for weeds 
(this stops growth), and manual removal with a four 
fingered garden rake, followed by burning of said 
weeds. 


After the Park has been cleared of the problem we 
could re-seed with a blue grass rye that grows fast 
and will help cover the park with a lush canopy of 
green grass. With persistence we could control this 
weed and enhance the usability of our Park. What 
say you!

Neighborly Tip 


With the summer approaching, we would like to 
remind all residents of Surf Pines that fireworks are 
illegal not only in Surf Pines, but on the beaches as 
well. 


“It turns out shooting off fireworks on all Oregon 
beaches is against the law, and camping on the 
beaches is prohibited on most of the coast—and it’s 
simply a bad idea for a number of reasons if it isn’t 
outright illegal. Oregon Parks and Recreation 
Department (OPRD) points out fireworks — including 
sparklers —are prohibited in all state parks in Oregon 
and banned on the state’s beaches. Only fireworks 
managed as part of Independence Day community 
events with pre-approved permits are allowed. 


“While beaches may seem like a safe place to 
shoot them off, they're prohibited because of the 
beach grass nearby — and fireworks of any kind are 
prohibited at all state parks around Oregon. The 
penalty for firing off the fiery stuff on beaches or 
within state parks could be as high around $400.”

Last 4th of July 
there was a fire on the dune near South Ocean Drive 
not too far from the homes in that area. The Gearhart 
Fire Department responded and along with several 
neighbors was able to put it out.
